Subject:     Inspection  of  Armj'-  Surplus  Storage  Butter 

Arrangements  hare  been  made  for  the  grading  and  weighing  of  Amy  surplus  storage 
butter  located  at  various  cold  storages  throughout  the  country. 

1.  Production  and  Marketing  Administration  (CCC  )  Trill  be  the  applicant.  Grad- 
ing and  ^'/eighing  vrill  be  on  a  time  basis  and  indicated  on  the  certificate  in 
hours o    Expense,  if  any,  incurred  \>ir  the  grader  shall  be  shovm  on  certificate 
as  a  cash  ajaount  o  " 

2.  The  dairjr*  products  supervisors  vrill  be  furnished  v/ith  lists  shomng  location 
of  butter,  storage  lot  numbers  and  other  available  information  and  r/ill  make  the 
assignments  to  the  various  offices  and  graders  in  their  respective  areas, 

3.  The  inspection  of  the  butter  for  quality,  condition  and  v/eight  vrill  be  on 
the  follovring  basis: 

(a)  The  graders  should  contact  the  Q.MoC,  Service  Command,  U,  S»  Army 
Grading  Service  or  vrarehouses  in  their  im:mediate  area  and  obtain  manifests 
covering  the  lots  of  butter  to  be  graded, 

(b )  In  cases  vrhere  manifests  covering  carlots  of  butter  are  not  available 
to  the  grader,  the  vrarehouse  should  be  requested  to  select  one  sample  from 
each  churning  in  the  lot,  We  assume  samples  for  each  carlot  are  segregated 
and  readily  available  even  though  it  may  not  be  possible  to  obtain  a  mani- 
festo In  the  event  it  is  evident  that  samples  from  all  churnings  have  not 
been  obtained,  include  statement  "part-lot  grading"  on  certificate. 

(c)  The  grader  vrill  grade  and  vreigh  one  package  from  each  churning  in  each 
carlot.     In  addition,  request  vrarehouse  to  select  at  random  five  (5)  samples 
from  occasional  carlots  from  each  vendor  for  spot  checking  to  determine  if 
the  samples  graded  from  each  churning  are  . representative  of  the  lot.  In 
cases  vrhere  samples  selected  at  random  vary  appreciably  in  quality  compared 
to  ori.gihal  samples  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  original  samples 
are  not  truly  representative  of  the  lot  then  sufficient  addditional  samples 
should^be  drawn  to  allovf         sample  of  the  lot,  including  original  samples. 
Covering  certificate  vrill  then  be  issued  in  accordance  vrith  usual  procedure » 

(d)  In  instances  vrhere  the  packages  are  not  identified  by  churning  number, 
Vd%  of  the  packages  in  the  lot  shall  be  selected  at  random  for  grading  of 
v^hich  5^  shall  be  test  vreighed. 
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(e)  Test  v/ei;i;hts  will  ue,  nade  on  basis  of  one  package  from  each  churning. 
In  oases  v/here  packages  are-  not  marked  vdth  churn  n'-cibers,  5%  of  packages 
in  the  lot  shall  te  weighed  based  on  approxiraately  601!-  packages.     In  case 

of  .30  -  .3 2;/i, packages  combine  two  packages  v:hen  Making  test  v.-eight.    The  tare 
vreight  of  liners  and  wrappers  shall  be  deducted  in  accordance  v.'ith  the  tare 
weights  prescribed  in  "Standardized  Procedure  for  Butter  *3raders",  dated 
August  1,  1945. 

(f )  Print  butter  -  If  test  weight  equals  or  exceeds  marked  v/eightj  record 
Y/eight  as  OKo     If  below  marked  vreight,  shov^  actual  net  Y/ei,ght  in  one-^u.arter 
pound  graduations.    Bulk  butter  -  Record  net  weight  for  each  .san;ple  wei.ghed 
on  basis  of  actual  weight'  (over  or  under)  in  quarter  2^ound  graduations, 
'Total  weight  to  be  shov.oi  at  head  of  certificate  vdll  be  "che  marked  weight 
obtained  by  multiplying  marked  weight  of  packages  by  tl:.e  total  number  of 
packages  in  the  lot.     It  7i'ill  not  be  necessary  to  make  a  recap  of   -^c.ies  or 
v/eights, 

(g)  .The  butter  should  be  properly  tempered  before  .gracing.    The  surface 
condition  of  the  butter,  particularly  print  butter,  should  be  carefully  noted 
for  off  , .condition.    Also  cliGck  cs.refully  for  any  mold  development  on  the 
boxes,  liners  and  butter.     The  container  should  be  removed  from  the  butter 

to  determine  if  any  mold  is  present.     In  case  of  mold,  handle  in  accordance 
with  usual  procedure, 

4.  Arrangements  have  been  m.ade  for  ^mrehouscs  to  furnish  t\7c  laborers  p-cr 
grader  to  assist  in  the  weighing  and  handling  of  \"'ackag-es,    Defore  Ica-dng  the 

iviarehouse  after  completion  of  grading,  the  gi-a.ders  are  rccu-astL-d  to  olieck  the 
invoice  covering  labor  service  and  sign  the  follov.lng  statement:     ''I  hereby 
certify  that  the  services  described  on  this  bill  liavc  been  satisf actcrily  per- 
formedo"     Grader  should  advise  v/arehouse  manager  that  packcges  opened  for 
inspection  should  not  be  rcstrapped, 

5.  Certificates  covering  Army  surplus  storage  butter  vrlll  be  issued  by'the  In- 
spection and  Grading  Division  v/ith  PIEi  as  applicant,    Follov.lng  the  name  of  the 
applicant  and  on  the  same  line  sho-r  (CCC).     The  ."pace  on  certificate  headed 
"Buyer"  and  "Seller"  may  be  left  blank. 

6.  Clearly  indicate  on  certificate  the  "in  storage., date"  as  ?hown  on  request  for 
inspection,  storage  lot  number,  F.  li.  number,  t.ype  and  condition  of  packages. 
Also  indicate  if  print  or  bulk  butter. 

7.  The  certificates  covering  each  storage  lot  separately  should  be  prepared  in 
an  original  and  six  copies.     The  original  and  three  copies  should  be-  sent  to  the 
DPIvIA,  110  llorth  Franklin  Street,  Chicago,  one  cop--  for  the  VvaEhj.ngton  office,  one 
copy  for  your  office  file,  and  one  copy  to  regional  super^.ris or .     The  last  copy 
shall  be  riiailed  immedicitelj^  on  issuance  of  certificate,- 

8.  Supervisors  will  be  expected  to  keep  In  close  touch  with  the  v/ork,  spending 
some  time  Y.rith.  each  grader  and  make  -.Tcekly  reports  on  the  progress  of  the  "'.■.■ork 
to  this  office.
